Wood-Pulp Grinder. 





The illustration shows the design of a 


rotary wood-pulp grinder, consisting of a me- | 


fitted the and 


provided with a broad peripheral flange or 


tallic shell on driving-shaft 
circular band formed 
web radiating from a central hub, in combi- 
nation with removable stones of annular form 
fitted into the recesses of such shell, so as to 
be supported against the strains of use by the 
radial disk and against centrifugal force by the 
pheripheral band. 


Figure 1 is a side view of part of the grind- | 


ing roller; Fig. 2 is an edge view, and Fig. 3 a 
central section. 


A is the shaft, mounted in suitable bearings | 


and furnished with the usual driving-pulleys. 

B is the web or radial disk secured upon the 
shaft, and C the peripheral flange, formed in- 
tegral with or secured firmly to the web B, 
leaving a cylindrical recess each side of the 
disk B, between the shaft and the flange C. 

D D are annular stones cut transversely 
from a sandstone cylinder, or turned from the 
natural rough stone, in the manner usually 
adopted in forming grindstones. Each stone, 
having an eye at its centre to fit the shaft, is 
made of such diameter as to just fit within the 
flange C, so as to have efficient support there- 
from against the bursting strains of centrifugal 
force, The stones D may vary somewhat in 
thickness, and therefore project more or less be- 
yond the edge of the flange C. When this projec- 
tion is considerable, an iron or other tenacious 
metallic hoop, E, is shrunk upon the exposed 
part of the periphery of the stone in order to 
effectually resist the bursting of the stone 
when run at a high speed. The hoop E may, 
for special precaution, be secured laterally to 
the flange C, if required. F F are collars on 
the shaft A, extending in front of the central 
part of the stones D D. GG are nuts screwed 
upon the shaft to tighten the collars against 


the faces of the stones. By these various 


means the stones are securely held on opposite | 


sides and peripherally, and all the strains of 
use are guarded against. 

With this construction a clear annular space 
on the outer face of each stone is provided as 
The wood to be reduced 
to pulp is placed in pockets formed in a casing 
inclosing the grinder, and is pressed by suit- 
able means against this annular surface as the 
grinder revolves. This pressure, being ex- 
erted simultaneously on opposite sides of the 
grinder, pressing each stone against the web B, 
does not injuriously affect the bearings, since 
the lateral strains neutralize each other. 

The stones may be removed from the shells 
whenever they become injured or worn, and 
other stones may be readily slipped therein 
without interrupting the use of the grinder 
more than a few minutes, or requiring any 
duplication of shells or freight charges on 
sending them away to be filled with plastic 
material, involving long delay to harden.

A Paper-Making Primer. 

Q. What other suggestions can you give as 
to colors? 

A. Tea-greens are made with quercitron 
and copperas in the same manner as the drab, 
with the addition of a little prussian blue. 
Dark purple is made with the extract of log- 
wood. The logwood is prepared and used in 
the same manner as catechu, but blue vitriol, 
at the rate of 1 pound to 4 pounds of 
logwood, is to be employed in place of an 
extra quantity of alum or of the oil of vitriol. 
From 1 to 6 pounds of the logwood are 
to be used to make the different shades of 
purple. The addition of copperas and bi- 
chromate of potash will make a black purple. 
Other bright and light shades of purple are 
made with combinations of blue and red. 
Lilac, pink and red are made with aniline col- 
ors, and the only preparation that they require 
is boiling until dissolved in a sufficient quan- 
tity of water—say, 1 gallon of water to I 
ounce of color, although some of them will 
dissolve even if. twice that quantity of color 
is taken, The lilacs and pinks are to be made- 
on bleached jute hard stock and wood pulp.

| Hoffmann’s violet B B B, with % of fine 
| roseine, makes a bright lilac on this stock ; 
| other violets and different proportions of red 
are employed to make the different shades 
that may be desired. A deep lilac is obtained 
| by the use of 2 ounces of the B B B violet 
and & ounce of fine roseine. Pink is 
made with fine roseine or fuchsine (both of 
these give the same color) ; 2 ounces to 100 
pounds of pulp make a deep pink ; a lesser 
quantity is employed to make the lighter 
shades. The stock for a deep red must be un- 
bleached jute hard stock and wood pulp. The 
color is made with 6 ounces of fine roseine or 
fuchsine to 100 pounds of pulp, and this makes 
an extremely deep, brilliant color; the hard 
stock must be unbleached.

Many other colors 


the standard colors, and for these no direction 
| can be given, but an experienced color maker 
can generally tell very nearly how 
to produce them. When a change 
is made from one color of paper 
to another in a paper mill, there 
is more or less delay caused by 
the necessity of working all of the 
pulp out of the chest, and ‘‘ wash- 
| ing up,” and the ‘‘ broken” from 
the machine must be stored away. 
This may be avoided, to a great 
extent, by making the colors in 
courses, so that the ‘‘ broken” 
from the paper being made can be 
worked into the color following. 
For example,'a course of yellow 
would be lemon yellow, orange 
yellow, corn, orange, gold; this 
to be followed by buff, salmon, 
cinnamon and cinnamon brown. 
Another course would be dark 
green, light green, tea-greens, 
drabs and chocolate brown. A 
fourth course will be pink, red, 
lilac, blue and purple. By pursu- 
ing this system much time is saved 
and the inconvenience and dan- 
ger of storing ‘‘ broken” is avoid- 
ed. 

Q. Will close attention to the 
recipes bring out the right color ? 

A. Attention has already been 
directed to the peculiar difficulties of 
coloring paper. Recipes, although accompanied 
by the most minute directions, will not always 
enable a beginner to obtain the right color, for 
he will in all probability encounter many dis- 
appointments and failures, and may sometimes 
feel disposed to dispute the correctness of the 
recipes. An apprenticeship must be served to 
this, the same as to any other business, and if 
a man undertakes to educate himself in the art 
of coloring paper he will in all probability find 
that it costs him time and money. The yel- 
lows or other colors obtained by the use of 
bi-chromate of potash and sugar of lead, or the 
nitrate of lead, are extremely sensitive to the 
presence of other chemicals; therefore, the 
stock in which they are to be employed must 
be entirely free from chlorine. It is not 
admissible to use antichlor for this purpose, 
because it does not remove the chlorine ; it 
simply forms new combinations and sets chemi- 
cals free which act on the bi-chromate and lead 
as injuriously as the chlorine. Alum, also, has 
an injurious effect upon the bichromate and 
lead. It is well known to dyers that if a solu- 
tion of sugar of lead is added to a solution of 
alum, the sulphuric acid in the alum will unite 
with the lead, forming the sulphate of lead, 
and the acetic acid will unite with the alumina, 
forming the acetate of alumina, which re- 
mains in solution, the sulphate of lead being 
precipitated. The acetate of alumina in solu- 
tion is termed red liquor by dyers, and is em- 
ployed by them as a mordant for some colors 
to which alum is injurious. Now, if there is 
alum in the pulp when the bichromate and 
sugar of lead are put in, it is probable that 
the sulphuric acid will take up a portion of 
the lead, thus interfering with the formation 
of a true chromate, and causing changes 
the shades of the yellow produced, 
which seem unaccountable to the  inex- 
| perienced color maker. It has been shown 
that chlorine, heat and alum interfere with 
the formation of a true chromate of lead, thus 
njuring any color in which the bichromate of 
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potash and sugar of lead areemployed. There- 
fore, as already stated, the stock must be free 
of chlorine and and antichlor must not be 
used, and to avoid the heat necessary to dis- 
solve them, the ingredients are to be put in 
dry, and enough time is to be given them to 
dissolve and form the chromate of lead, before 
adding the alum, which must be weighed, and 
put in, always at the same space of time after 
the color. If it is desired to form the chro- 
mate of lead of a fine lemon color before add- 
ing it to the pulp, proceed as follows : Provide 
dissolve 20 
pounds of bichromate of potash with 20 gal- 
lons of cold water ; in the second barrel dis- 
solve 60 pounds of sugar of lead with 20 gal- 
lons of cold water; after these are dissolved 
mix them together in the third barrel ; stir the 
the mixture well and allow it to settle, then 
draw off the liquor —the precipitate is the 
chromate of lead, and may be used in the 


three barrels; in one of them

same manner as directed for prussian blue, 
z. ¢., keep the barrel covered to prevent evapo- 
ration, and stir it thoroughly every time before 
This is a convenient form in which 
to have the color for tinted or toned papers, 
and it may be put into the engine at any time, 
either before or after the alum is put in. If 
used alone it makes a yellow tint, but by add- 
ing more or less venetian red a variety of

The Suction-Box. 


The suction-box was an important ad- 
dition to the Fourdrinier machine, which, with- 
out it, could not be run at a high speed or 
make many of the qualities of paper now pro- 


using it. 





duced. Two boxes are generally employed, 
although for special work three and even four 
are to be found on one machine. The first 
box is, or ought to be, placed under the wire 
at a point before the deckle straps leave the 
wire, so that the deckle straps will pass over 
it ; the second box is to be placed in a similar 
position at a point nearer the couch-roll. The 
pulp runs on to the wire-cloth in an extremely 
dilute condition, and much of the water drains 
out of it through the meshes of the wire-cloth 
as it passes over the tube-rolls. The function 
of the first box is to draw a portion of the 
water out of the pulp, leaving it soft enough 
to take the impression of the dandy-roll, but 
making it firm enough to sustain its pressure, 
and retain the impression; the second box 
acts on the pulp after it passes the dandy-roll, 
and draws out as much as possible of the re- 
maining water, thus making it firm enough 
and dry enough to undergo the operation of 
couching. 

Although these boxes are of different dimen- 
sions and construction, they are all built on 
the same general plan—that is to say, an ob- 
long box of the same length as the width of 
the machine and from 2 to 6 inches wide and 


the same in depth. The shallow boxes have a 
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pipe which extends outside of the bottom, 
from the centre, where it enters the bottom of 
the box, to the front end, where it is connected 


to the suction-pipe. The deeper boxes have a | 


double bottom with a passage-way between

The narrow box- | 


es are open on the top, but the wide ones have a 
perforated cover on the top. They are sup- 
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| . : 
| the top, the cover being made of various ma- 


terials, such as wood, glass, hard rubber and 
brass. Wood is worthless for this purpose 
and is not worthy of consideration. Glass 
was an experiment and failed ; hard rubber is 
still employed to some extent and is preferred 
by a few, but brass is the most desirable as it 


| lasts longer and wears off smooth and uni- 


plied with two heads at each end, one fixed, 


the other movable. The movable head is 


made of soft rubber one inch in thickness and | 
fitted exactly inside of the box; it is pro- | 


vided with a metal flange on each side one 
inch smaller than the rubber. A brass rod 
enters the box through the fixed head upon 
which there are a packing-box and gland, and 
passes through the movable head, suitable 
mechanism, consisting of a hollow bolt and 
nut, connecting the two flanges. The brzss 
rod is turned by means of a hand-wheel on 
the end which is outside of the 
box, the end inside of the box en- 
gaging with the nut on the hollow 
bolt, so that when the rod is turned 
the nut is screwed upon the bolt, 
and the flanges are drawn together, 
compressing the rubber against the 
sides, the top and the bottom of 
the box, thus making a water-tight 
joint, and fixing the head at the 
desired point. 

In the practical working of the 
suction-box the movable heads are 
_. fixed at_that point which will coir- 
cide with the edge of the paper 
which is being made, thus forming 
a chamber, into which no air or 
water can enter except through 
the wire-cloth inside of the limits 
of the deckles. The space between 
the fixed and movable heads is to 
be kept full of water by means of 
a pipe provided for that purpose. 

The suction-box is operated by 
a pump or gang of pumps, by a 
siphon, or by a water ejector, or 
a steam ejector. When the suc- 
tion-box was first brought into use, 
pumps were employed to operate 
it, and are yet the most reliable, 
but at first and for many years 
after the invention of the box the 
pumps so employed were too small for the work 
and on that account were run at a high speed, 
which caused them to wear out rapidly, and 
they were consequently a continual source of 
trouble. The siphon principle was then ap- 
plied and prevailed for a number of years, but 
it also had its weak points ; the heads had to 
be set a little inside of the edge of the paper, 
to prevent the air from leaking into the box, 
and this left the edge of the paper wet, and 
sometimes the suction would suddenly cease, 
and it was at times difficult to get it started 
again. This was tolerated on slow-running 
machines, but when the speed of machines was 
increased 
when 


it gave considerable annoyance 
the machine was being started, and 
upon the whole it caused more trouble than it 
was worth. A water-pipe was attached to it, 
converting it into a water-ejector, and at least 
one contrivance of this kind was patented and 
for a time promised to do good work, but it 
also disappeared. 

Steam was applied to the siphon many 
years ago, making a steam ejector of it, and 
several steam ejectors have been patented 
lately, but all of these contrivances are inferior 
to the pump for a steady and reliable suction. 
Any good double action suction pump is suit- 
able for this work, provided that it is large 
enough to do it while moving at a slow rate. 
These boxes are to be set perfectly level with 
the wire, close up to it, and touching it, so 
that as the wire-cloth with pulp 
passes over it, a water-tight joint will be 
formed between the box and it. 

Some of the suction-boxes are made narrow 
as already stated, and open on the top, and it 
is claimed for these that they give a better and 
more uniform suction than the covered boxes 
and with less friction to the wire; but, as all 
of the friction is on the edges of the box, they 
soon wear down unless protected by strips of 
leather fastened on with pegs, which can be 
renewed when it becomes worn.

Others are

formly. An objection to the perforated cover 
is that the holes become filled up with clay, 
fine pulp, &c., and require some attention to 
keep them clear. It is objected to the brass 
covers that they wear out the wire ; but it is 
not clear that they do so. Wires wear as fast 
on the one as they do on the other, and prob- 
ably the water being drawn through the 
meshes of the wire-cloth has as much to do 
with the wearing out of wires as anything else, 
and if this is so it is doubtful if even the long- 
promised revolving box will do much toward 
saving the wires. But the fact about wires is 
that they make more paper now than ever 
they did.

The Dangers of ‘** Antichlore.’’ 


A few months ago Richard Herring, in 
a short note which appeared in a contempo- 
rary, drew the attention of paper makers to 
the dangers attending the use of what is ordi- 
narily known in mills as ‘‘ antichlore,” namely 
the hyposulphite or thiosulphite of sodium. 
As the way has been led by so eminent an 
authority, and the subject being one to which 





I have given much attention for the last few . 


years, you will perhaps permit me the use of 
your columns for few remarks on the same. 

It is well known that this ‘‘ Antichlore” 
plays an important part in photography by 
means of silver salts, but it seems to be hardly 
known at all, at least in England, that the 
major portion of damage done to photographs 
by card mounts on which they have been 
placed, is due to the excessive ‘‘ antichlor- 
ing” they only too often receive im the en- 
gine. 

My friend, Dr. Cécétka, of Paris, whose 
occupation as a photographers’ analyst brings 
him into frequent contact with cases of dam- 
aged goods, informs me that since his clients 
have stipulated the use of bisulphite of soda, 
“‘or better still of lime,” instead of ‘‘Anti- 
chlore” in the manufacture of their mounts, 
complaints of this nature have entirely ceased. 
It is true, that if care be taken when adding 
the ‘* Antichlore,” to do so in the state of so- 
lution, and to test the contents of the engine 
with iodized starch paper, the danger is min- 
imized, but safely can only be had by entirely 
discarding the use of this dangerous com- 
pound. These remarks hold equally for 
stained, dyed and color-printed papers. 

During the year 1883 I had personal experi- 
ence of no less than eight cases of partial and 
total destruction of colors which, on examina- 
tion, could only be attributed to ‘‘ Antichlore,” 
and in several instances, when the goods were 
remade, care being taken to exclude ‘‘ Anti- 
chlore,” the desired effects were produced with 
ease and permanency. 

Practical paper makers and scientific chem- 
ists have long ago agreed as to the mode of 
action and great utility and safety of these bi- 
sulphites, and it seems a pity that they are not 
more extensively known andemployed. Their 
use is especially to be recommended to mills 
where washing appliances are not very per- 
fect, or the water supply not very abundant, 
and of ‘ Anti- 
chlore”’ is by no means an uncommon occur- 
rence.—H. ALFRED RADEMACHER, F.C. S.,

The unexpected very frequently hap- 
pens, and nothing has happened for a long 
time so entirely unexpected by the trade as 
the late action of the Treasury Department in 
modifying its former prohibitory order re- 
specting the landing of rags. 

Such sudden action, without a day’s notice, 
has produced very serious results, and paper- 
stock dealers are big losers. 

The first intimation that the trade here had 
of this ‘‘ new deal” was through the Associ- 
ated Press despatches, as published in the 
papers on Friday morning. Rags dropped 
ic. per pound and dealers began to figure the 
extent of their losses. 

Said a prominent domestic rag dealer: 
‘* This action of the department in modifying 
its former decision, so that foreign rags can be 
landed, was too suddenly executed. It gave 
dealers no time to meet the changed conditions 
of the market. Here we have been collecting 
all the domestic stock that could be gathered, 
to meet the wants of manufacturers, and we 
have paid for this stock advanced prices. We 
have been encouraged to do this by the firm 
stand which the department maintained con- 
cerning its ‘ prohibitory order.’ Frequent ef- 
forts have been made to learn from the Gov- 
ernment officials what action would be taken 
after December 1, so that parties interested 
could be governed thereby, but nothing defi- 
nite could be learned ; and right in the face of 
this fact comes this new order and upsets the 
market completely. It is bad business.” 

Importers are also very much exorcised over 
the ‘‘ late order,” not because they desired to 
have rags kept out, because they want to land 
rags—that is their business—but because the 
action was too sudden, and entails pecuniary 
loss. 

A number of orders which were booked for 
future delivery at prices which were reason- 
able under the then prevailing condition of the 
market, have, since the late intelligence from 
Washington, been countermanded, and to hold 
orders quotations have to be shaded. 

Very little stock is offering at figures below 
last week’s quotations, however; nor does 
there appear to be any demand. Inasmuch as 
it will be some ten or fifteen days before any 
rags will reach this port from the other side, 
dealers are in hoyes of being able-to werk off 
what supplies are held without any great loss. 

There is a rumor current here that prices 
have advanced abroad, which if verified by 
facts will place dealers in better position. 

The imports of paper.stock for the week to 
date are 3,191 bales paper-stock, 612 coils old 
rope, and 3,000 bundles wood pulp. 

The chemical market shows but little change 
since last week’s report. Bleaching powders 
are quoted at I.g5c. to 2c. for spot lots, and 
1.85c. to 1%c. for lots to arrive. Sal soda 
still holds at last week’s figures figures, as does 
also soda ash. The demand for chemicals is 
not heavy. 

Chemical imports comprise 230 casks bleach- 
ing powder, 343 casks soda ash, 150 drums 
caustic soda and 280 barrels soda crystals. 

There were also received 92 bags hide cut- 
tings, 12 casks Southern clay and 526 barrels 
rosin. 

So far as I can learn, there is no decline in 


paper, nor are lower prices entertained either | 


by manufacturers or dealers. Large consum- 
ers are under the impression that prices will 
drop again, and are holding off waiting for 
developments. 

In relation to the shutting down of paper 
mills, which proposition is now under discus- 
sion by manufacturers, I have interviewed a 
few city paper makers, and I find a great dif- 
ference of opinion is entertained. 

Some mills are under contract to make so 
much paper every twenty-hours, and these wil] 
not shutdown. Other mills running by water- 
power alone cannot agree to shut down during 
any certain period of time, because they must 
take advantage of big water. If they agreed 
to shut down the third week in the next three 
months, a scarcity of water might lessen their 
product still more, and. at a time when they 
could ill afford it. Mills equipped with both 
water and steam, it is claimed, are the only 
ones that can safely agree to shut down at any 
certain time. 

‘* The right way out of this difficulty,” as a 
paper maker explained, ‘‘ is to agree to a re- 
duction of the daily output. Say, curtail the 
November product 25 or 30 per cent., and let 
each mill select its own time during that 
month for lessening its product. Mills whose 
contracts will not admit of a shut-down should 
be allowed to run, but they ought, in justice to 
others, and in behalf of the trade, agree not to 
produce beyond the demand of their contracts 
—or, in other words, not take advantage of 
the improved condition of the market, which a 
reduction of product would bring about by in- 
creasing their product.” 

‘The majority of paper makers,” he added, 
‘* are disposed to pull together. They realize 
that the daily output of paper in this country 
is too great for the demand, but some of the

THe OPERATION OF CLEANSING THE CROCKER STANDARD FILTERING Macaine.—Referring to cut, it will be noticed that each body has two covers. Under 
each cover we use a screen plate, serving to keep the filtering material in the body of the casing, allowing the material to do the work of collecting the sediment, 
thus preventing any filling of the screen plates. While the machines are filtering, the water from the supply pipe enters the filter bodies through the centre at 
the rear end, passing up through a port in the casing, and, spreading over the screen plate, passes down through the material and lower plate, then up through 
port in the front end of casing and out through pipe marked “clean water." To cleanse the machines, open the valve marked “‘ wash-out,” and close the one 
marked “ clean water,” then revolve the filters by shipping the belt as indicated by lever, allowing them to revolve five or ten minutes, letting the water pass 
through while revolving, finally stopping in position shown in cut, letting the water still run through the wash-out for a moment or so to insure its being clean 
before directing it into the clean water pipe, by opening the valve so marked and closing the wash-out. The operation of cleansing the filters will be required at 
intervals of five to ten. hours in most of the large river waters. At every revolution of the filters the water passes twice in opposite directions through the filtering 
material and twice over the plates without passing through the material. The casing we leave not quite full, thus allowing the mass to disintegrate in the 
process of cleansing.
